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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . As a preliminary matter, a typograpliical error lias been noted tliat tine Restriction 
Requirement dated October 5, 2007. Tine species B in List I on p2 of tine Restriction 
Requirement dated October 5, 2007 sliould be corrected to "Step c) tal<es place after 
step d)." 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of species B (step c) takes place after step 
d), claim 6) from List I, species A (adding to a microorganism's enrichment medium at 
least one non-fluorescent substrate specific to enzymes, claims 4-6) in List II, species A 
(xanthenes, claim 12) in List III, species A (fatty acid, claim 13) in List IV, and species A 
(flow cytometry, claim 14) in List V in the reply filed on February 25, 2008 is 
acknowledged. 

3. Claims 1-20 are pending and claim 7 has been previously withdrawn as a result 
of species election in the reply filed on November, 2, 2007. 

4. Upon further consideration of claims 1 6 and 1 7, the following supplemental 
species election is required. 


Election/Restrictions 
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5. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
The species are as follows: 

List: Filtration Step 

A. Means of a filter whose porosity is a size selected from the group 
consisting of between 20 and 150 micros, between 30 and 100 microns, 
and approximately 63 microns (claim 16) 

B. Membrane presenting a porosity selected from the group consisting of 
between 0.2 and 10 microns, between 0.2 and 5 microns, and between 
0.2 and 0.5 micron (claim 17) 


Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 

under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Each species 

includes mutually exclusive characteristics and therefore lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
